ANIMALS FIGHT IN SHACK.

Connecticut Man and His Watchdog
Had Lively Session.

From RBristol's woods, in Southern
Prospect, a village near Waterbury,
Conn., a4 wildeat pursued a big deer
until from exhaustion it fell through
the roof of the side hill hen shack of
Edson Black, Guinea fowls set up a
great commotion, and with the deer's
desperate struggles for llbergy, cooped
up in a shack 156x12, with nearly 80
fowls, there was such a racket that a
trusty watchdog awoke Black. He
went to the henhouse to find 22 fowls
trampled to death; every pane of glass
and all the roosts broken and the deer
dying of a broken neck, Its flanks
were lacerated from the claws of the
wildeat, tracke of which were In the
coop, where it remained until fright-
ened away by the approach of Black.

Deserts of Aasla.
Just north of the Himalaya moun-
taln range in Chinese Turkestan lles
a belt of land which Is watered by
north flowing rivers, These, however,
do not flow anywhere, but lose them-
gelves In the sand of the desert. The
worst deserts of American are mere
child's play to the desert conditions in
this part of Asla. In many places
there were formerely. one thousand or
two thousand years ago, a condition of
goil and climate so that they could
spupport a considerable population.
There are the remains of villages and

even cities, which must have had
water In large quantitles in places
now far distant from any reliable

source of supply. So dry I8 the coun-
try that ruins of wooden houses which
have been exposed to the weather for
ten centuries or more have hardly the
beginning of decay.

Jap Turkeys.
The wife of one of the early mis-
slonaries to Japan, wishing to enter-
taln some friends, sent out an old do-
medi to hunt up a turkey. Afier a
whole day's Inquiry he found one, and
in due time a large and beautiful roast
was served up, glorious, perfect—ah
yes, perfect; so much so that the
knife utterly refused to mar its per-

fection. The old serving man was
summoned. "“"Where did you buy that
turkey?" “At the Temple of Kinka-
kujl.” “Why, what was It doing
there?'

Use of Rubber Restricted.
Probably no substance is adapted
to & greater variety of uses than rub-
ber, but its applications are restricted
by the limited supply and high cost.

Notwithstanding the scarcity
of the material, the cost was less than
three times as great as that of wood,
and its lifes has been more than 20
years Instead of the four years which
the wood or asphalt would have ea-
dured.
